Facilities For Winter Olympics 



Thanks to the cultural and historical 
monuments dating from various 
periods, to Its scenic beauty and ther¬ 
mal springs (HldJa), Sarajevo has a rich 
and longstanding tourist tradition. 
Nevertheless, tourist officials In Sara¬ 
jevo and Yugoslavia are well aware that 
organizing accommodation for such a 
large number of visitors, as expected at 
the Games, Is a very complex and 
responsible task. 

Therefore, an association of Yugo¬ 
slav tourist agencies entitled the 
ZOITURS ’84 has been organized, 
which will be entrusted with the follow¬ 
ing: sale of accommodation—facilities, 
distribution of tickets for Individual 
places (the tickets Include all the Olym¬ 
pic competitions and the opening and 
closing ceremonies}, organization of ex¬ 
cursions for tourists and visitors, and 
many other services for the XIV WOG. 

ZOITURS will continue with Its activi¬ 
ty in the poo!*Oiympic period, further 
promoting tno development of winter 
sports and tourism !n Bosnia and 
Yugoslavia 

In the city itself, the existing hotels 
as well as the newly built will be at the 
disposal of visitors (as regards official 
participants and guests the "Olympic", 
“Bristol" and "Jahorina" hotels have 
been reserved, as well as the hotel com¬ 
plex at llldia). 

It Is expected that about twenty 
thousand beds will fca required. The tar¬ 
get number of guests will be accom* 
\ moda-ed In private houses. In the vicini¬ 
ty cf Sarajevo, In the mountain areas, 
Quasi will be accommodated In newly- 
built boarding houses of the first cate¬ 
gory, In apsrtmenis, weekona cottages 
and private residential buildings near 
tho Olympic sites, as welt as In several 
holiday resorts. 


Health Care 

All the clinics In the city will be In¬ 
cluded In the health care scheme. A 
medical team of 780 people (220 
specialists) will be offering their servk 
ces to thousands of athletes and 
guests. A medical Commission with 
five subcommissions will be respon¬ 
sible for health care on the training and 
competition grounds, In the bulldogs 
where the guests will be accom¬ 
modated, In the Olympic village, in the 
auxiliary Olympic village on Igman and 
In the press centers. 

In accordance with the specific re¬ 
quirements for the organization of the 
Winter Olympic Games, dope control 
and sex tests will also be carried out 

Ambulances, hospitals, a hygienic 
and epidemiological service, as well as 
a pharmaceutical service will bo readily 
available. Laboratory analyses will be 
performed In a modemly equipped 
laboratory of the Pharmaceutical and 
Biochemical Institute of Sarajevo. 

—In mid June, distinguished guests 
from the PR od Chine visited Sarajevo; 
among them was the Chinese 
statesman Yao Yllln, vice president of 
the National Council of the PR of 
China, who was received by Branko 
Mikulfd, president of the Organizing 
Committee of the XIV WOG.

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UKRAINIAN SWEET BREAD 


CUISINE 

By Mary (Vukovich) Bronner 

The Christmas season is bread making time...sweet bread. 
Nothing brings out the essence of Christmas as the aroma 
of bread baking in your house. Every country in Europe 
boasts at least two or three holiday breads, each represent¬ 
ing a culinary heritage. In Yugoslavia there are many ver¬ 
sions of Potica or Povitica to choose from. I believe I 
have at least 20 versions in my collection. 

Bread making is simple and very satisfying and, if you 
have a few tacts, your first attempt will be successful. 
Yeast is a living organism. Dissolve it in water with a 
pinch of sugar, rhe water being between 105 and 115 F. 
Use a thermometer if you are a beginner. When yeas: 
bubbles, it is ready. If it does not bubble, discard it ... it 
is either too old or you have killed it with water that is 
too hot. if the water is too cold, it will be slow to bubble. 

Always use a bread flour. Ordinary flour will not make a 
good loaf of bread. Always add the dry ingredients to the 
wet. When it becomes difficult to add flour cover the dough 
and rest it for 30 minutes. Knead in the balance of the 
flour. This rest period will allow the flour to be completely 
absorbed by the liquid. To knead, turn the dough onto a 
floured surface and begin by folding the dough over onto 
itself. DO NOT stick your fingers in the dough. Work with 
the heel of your hand. Knead until dough is satiny with 
blisters, usually about 10 minutes. Dough rising can be 
longer or shorter depending on the conditions. Place the 
dough in an oiled bowl and cover with plastic wrap. A 
ceramic bowl is best for rising ... avoid stainless steel. 

I would like to share with you a few of the breads I 
prefer at Christmas time. 

CZECHOSLOVAKIAN HOSKA 

1 cup milk, scalded 

2 pkgs. yeast, dissolved in V* C. water 
1 stick butter 

% C sugar 

1 whole egg 

2 egg yolks 

1 C white raisins 
5 C bread flour 

Vi teaspoon ground Mace 

2 teaspoons salt 

Put softened butter, sugar, taisins and beaten eggs in a 
large bowl. Cover with scalded milk and stir to lukewarm. 
Add dissolved yeast and mix. Add mace and salt to flour. 
Beat in flour in small amounts to the liquid to form a soft 
dough. Turn dough onto floured board, adding just enough 
flour to keep dough from sticking. Knead for at least 10 
minutes until smooth and elastic. Form into ball and put 
into a well greased bowl. Rise until double. Punch down, 
turn onto floured board. Divide in two, or make a double 
braid. Rise again to double, on a well greased pan. Bake 1 
hour at 300 until golden brown. Turn out of pan and allow 
to cool. Drizzle with a confectioner’s sugar glaze and 
sprinkle top with slivered almonds. 
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2 sticks butter 
Vi C sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

3 eggs, room temperature 

2 C milk 

1 pkg. yeast 

SCflour U it . 

1 egg, room temperature, beaten to blend 

Combine butter, sugar and salt in large bowl and mix well. 
Add eggs, one at a time, beating well after each. Boil 
milk, slam top and cool to 95 . Combine yeast and about 
X A cup cooled milk in small bowl until yeast dissolves. Add 
remaining milk and yeast mixture alternately to butter 
mixture with flour, blending slowly and stirring well 
after each addition. Transfer dough to floured surface 
and knead 5 minutes. Return dough to bowl, cover and let 
rise until double in volume. Punch dough down. Transfer 
to lightly floured surface and knead 3 to 4 minutes. Return 
dough to bowl. Cover with plastic wrap and let rise until 
increased by Vith. Punch dough down and divide into 3 
pieces. Shape each into loaf. Transfer to prepared 8 'A x 

4 Vi inch pans. Cover arid rise about 30 minutes. Bake in 
preheated oven at 325 F. Brush top of each loaf with 
beaten egg. Bake until bread is dark golden in color, about 
60 minutes. Cool before turning out and serving.

Heritage

Christmas customs link us to our past. Family Christ¬ 
mas rituals give our children security in a world that’s 
constantly changing. Christmas is an ideal time to initiate 
a family custom, or ritual, that the children will fondly 
remember and hopefully hand down to their children. 

One Yugoslav Christmas custom is the burning of the 
“yule log.” The first part of this delightful Christmas 
ceremony is the actual cutting of the log in the forest, 
and then the transporting of the log home. I have been 
told that people living in the Konavle area, near Dubrovnik, 
cut their logs from the oak .trees nearby.- The yule log is 
lit on Christmas Eve and burns off and on for several days. 
Scholars believe that the burning of the yule log at the 
time the winter sun is at its weakest point will give addea 
strength to the sun. 1 " As part of the yule log ceremony, 
the villagers pour drink (wine), and food (wheat) over the 
log, while invoking a blessing. 

The element of magic is usually present in many 
customs, and the yule log is considered an object of magic. 
In some regions of Yugoslavia, the log is struck while it’s 
burning to generate sparks. The family’s prosperity in the 
new year is measured by the amount of sparks produced. 
The burnt log is then taken to the fields and buried; the 
log is now believed to contain powers of fertility. 

I understand that this charming Christmas custom 
has died put (in the last thirty years) in many areas of 
Yugoslavia. Our Yugoslav culture provides us with many 
festive customs, and it is these colorful rituals that give 
our lives uniqueness!

And Tomb 
In England, 1491

. In 1893 at North^Stoneham, England, 
a stontf slab was uncovered under a 
boarded floor near'tha choir stall in the 
church of North-Stoneham. 

.The stone, of a bluish color, 
measures'6 feet 8 inches by 3 feet 8 in¬ 
ches. In the center are the Arms of a 
two-headed imperial eagle and at the 
four corners, the emblems of St Mat¬ 
thew, St,.Luke, St Markand-St-John. 
Carved.around the .edge-oMt^ stone is 
“'nte Gtlildbfthe Slavonians in the Year*'' v 
In- VeKetiarvLatin ':the ■'■storied 
stated, "De-La Schola de Sciavonl Ano 

pnCissi.-,;^,, ■ :?....' 

" The Venetians called their Dalmatian 
subjects and-cTtizenVSdavbni or Slavo¬ 
nians ^o-that^they would-not develop.,, 
nationalistic feelings as,Qroatlans. 

‘ in Venice, there Is the Chtirch of San 
Giorgio dei Schiavonl, the dock next to 
Piazza San Marco the Riva degl. 
Schlavoni and the Schola dogli 
Schiavonl or Guild Hail of the Slavo¬ 
nians that Is today a museum. 

This Guild Hall was the meeting 
place of Daimatian-Venetlan merchants 
and manners. 

Renaissance paintings hang in the 
Hall, including those by Carpaccio the 
Istrian who probably was Croatian. 

Venetian State Fleets first started 
annual trading visits to Southampton, 
England and Flanders, Holland In 1317, 
Their Chapel of St. Nicholas, patron 
of sailors, was at Southampton and 
records indicated the removal of the 
Chapefrand the~ tombstone eta North 
Stoneharnrbecause -of destruction in 
the 16th Century. 

THE FLEET 

A hundred and seventy oarsmen 
manned each vessel, thirty bowmen or 
archers, navigating officers, a purser,, a 
caulker, carpenters, cook, cellarman 
and other minor officials brought its 
total complement well over 200 men. All 
were ‘'Slavonians." 

These vessels carried spices, cloths, 
wines and other exotic goods. Some 
vessels stood at Southampton for two 
to four months, awaiting the Flanders 
Fleet ^and a[$o to trade. At any given 
time In the '1300’s, 1400’s and 1500's, 
500 to 1000 Dalmatians were~1n~. 
England. Probably the largest group of 
foreigners Irr England at the time and 
speaking Croatian at that! 

Detailed hlstoricalaccourifsrevealed 
many riots .caused by Jhe^ Dalmatians 
either "bothering” local girls,, causing 
trouble at the-pubs (saloons) or rebelk- 
ing against their officers. 

The Republic of Ragusa (Dubrovhlkj 
-The largest .fleets in England during 
the 1400-1500’s were the Venetian 
(Slavonian), Ragusan-and Genoese. •— 
The^ IstorJja Naroda Jugoslavia 
states that in 1500-1600 Dubrovnik had 
180 .sailing ships with 5500 sailors saif 
ing to English and Dutch ports. ~ 


"G. Taylor in' his"Tudor Geography"" 
states, "A majority of tHe Mariners and 
Pilots on the king’s ships at this period 
were foreighners—Ragusans, (listed 
first). Venetians (Slavonians), 
Genovese, Normans and Bretons". This 
was noted by French Ambassador 
Marillac, writing : in 1540. 

Croatians played a large part in the 
English trade and in the expansion of 
England into maritime pursuits. For ex¬ 
ample, Nicholas de Gozze (Guietlb) a 
Ragusan merchant In England from 
1552-1595 had ,a worth of 30 thousand 
pounds. The total Income of the English 
crown was 300,000 pounds, 

Nikola Sagri (Sagroevid) wrote a book 
In 1573 about the tides and current of 
tho'Atlantlc. It was.published in Venice. 
./Mikola was a Ragusan., ‘
